Take away 
from courts, if it could be taken away, the power to issue injunc- 
tions in labor disputes, and it would create a pri/ileged class 
among the laborers and save the lawless among iheir number 
from a most needful remedy available to all men for the protec- 
tion of their business against lawless invasion. The proposition 
that business is not a property or pecuniary right which can be 
protected by equitable injunction is utterly •without foundation 
in precedent or reason.

ASHINGTON, March 4.—With simplicity and dignity in 
keeping with American traditions, the initial procedure at- 
tending the inauguration of the President of the United 


States, which included the swearing in of the Vice-President and of 
all the incoming Senators, was conducted in the Senate chamber in 
the presence of a distinguished company consisting of leading of- 
ficials of the three co-ordinate branches of the government and the 
diplomatic representatives of practically every nation of the world. 
In point of interest the personality of the men occupying seats on 
the floor of the chamber was equaled by the gathering in the sur- 
rounding galleries, which were filled with the women who make up 
the social life of the capital and whose names are scarcely less gen- 
erally known than those of their husbands or relatives who took part 
in the historic event. 
Guests Admitted by Card 
At 11 o'clock the galleiy entrances were thrown open to the holders 


of cards of admission. Each Senator had been given, tw o and each 
Representative one of these cards, without which gues's were not 
permitted lo enter the Senate wing. The demands of thuse who de- 
sired to •witness this great quadrennial event were so go-at that the 
exclusion became a necessity. 
Every detail of the ceremony had 


been arranged in advance with the greatest care, and the Senatt^ 
officials were active in seeing that nothing occurred o interfere* 
with the execution of the program.

recently h;id been the scene of much confusion, due -to the long 
hours incident to the closing of the Sixtieth Congress, had received

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DIGEST OF VITAL ISSUES 
CHARTER ELECTION INVOLVES 


Vote Amendments That Mean City Growth 


Eight proposed amendments to the charter will be voted on by 


the electors of this city tomorrow 
Each has for its purpose the bet- 


terment of Oakland and bringing up-to-date several departments of 
the city which at present are greatly handicapped by the restrictions 
of the old charter, which was designed to govern a city of not more 
than 60,000, whereas Oakland now is well above the 200,000 mark. 


Much interest has been manifested in the election and it is be- 


lieved that the amendments will carry by a safe majority. They are 
vital to the welfare of the city, especially in view of the fact that the 
legislators at 
Sacramento have turned down the constitutional 


amendment permitting Oakland, Berkeley, Alameda and other cities 
to consolidate. It might have been possible for the city to stagger 
along under the old charter if consolidation were immediately possi- 
ble, but now that it has been deferred for at least two years, it is of 
the utmost importance that the amendments to the charer be adopt- 
ed so that the city officials shall have a measure of freedom in han- 
dling the important matters which will come up during the next two 
years.
